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Note 3: The proposed amendmend changes the language of the independent claims, requiring further consideration and/or search. 

Note 1 1 : Applicant's argument are dependent on the proposed amendment. Since it was not entered they mostly are not relevent. 

However, to the extent that they apply to the pre-amended claims, Applicant appears to be arguing that because the specification discloses 
multiple recording speeds, and an NRZI pattern designed according to a relationship between recording speed and photodiode response, 
the Endec controller must change the NRZI pattern in accordance with the recording speed. This argument is not persuasive for several 
reasons. 

First, although the invention discloses "high speed" recording, it does disclose any other speed, and does not appear to disclose recording 
at multiple, different speeds. Therefore the disclosed Endec controller does not appear to function as per Applicant's arguments and only 
outputs a single NRZI pattern designed according to Applicant's single "high speed." 

Second, even if the invention did record at multiple speeds, it's possible that one NRZI pattern is sufficient for every recording speed that it 
records at: therefore, although the invention would still have a pattern with a run length designed according to a relationship between 
recording speed and a bandwidth of the photodiode (as per the amended claim that has not been entered), it would not have a controller 
that changes the pattern (as per the pre-amended claim). There is no disclosure in the specification of such a wide range of recording 
speeds that different NRZI patterns are required to meet them, and indeed, only one NRZI pattern run length (11T) is disclosed at all (in 
paragraph 31 of the specification). 
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
